Hunters in Area Woods 


by Jon Thompson 

Hunters will probably see fewer 
large racks on bucks Opening Day 
because of a harsh winter last year, 
says Ray Perez, DNR wildlife 
biologist for Crawford and 
Kalkaska counties. 

Last year several large racks 
were taken in the county including 
a 12-point from the Hartwick Pines 
area. This year, however, Perez 
says hunters will take more spike- 
horns and fewer big-rack bucks 
because of the hard winter last 
year which curtailed antler 
growth. 

Last year’s winter also cut down 
on deer numbers in Crawford and 
Kalkaska counties, Perez says. 
One & a half year-old deer usually 
make up 70 percent of the legal 
buck harvest during rifle and bow 
hunting seasons. These one and a 
half year olds had heavy losses as 
fawns during last winter. Perez 
says the heaviest losses occurred 
along the Manistee River and Por- 


tage Creek. 

Some of the best areas for hunt- 
ing in Crawford County will be on 
military lands between County Rd. 
612 and North Down River Rd., he 
says. Areas around Lovells and 
Lonesome Lake appear to have a 
fair number of deer while most of 
the other parts of the county will p- 
probably have the same amount of 
deer as last year. 

Perez says the brightest spot in 
Kalkaska County will be the south- 
east corner where extensive 
habitat work and timber cutting 
has resulted in a substantial in- 
crease in the deer herd. Another 
good spot will be cut over lands 
between County Rd. 612 and M-72. 
Most other areas in Kalkaska 
County had a high winter loss last 
year, Perez says. 

A week before Opening Day 
Perez said deer were making 
heavy use of oak ridges eating 
acorns. He said there is a fair acorn

What Next for Twp. 


improvement Fund? 


What happens to the more 
than $120,000 in a Grayling 
Twp. Improvement fund 
now after voters rejected 
spending the money to build 
a new township hall? 

It’s up to the Grayling 
Township Board and town- 
ship residents. Until they 
decide some of the money 
will sit tight drawing interest 
and some of it will be used as 
up-front money in road 
projects. The township uses 


the fund to pay property 
owners’ share of special 
road projects and then the 
fund is re-imbursed when 
property owners pay extra 
assessments at tax-time. 
Grayling Township Super- 
visor Bernie Fowler said 
township residents may 
want to use some of the fund 
to cover a possible increase 
in road projects next year. 
The township said a number 
of road projects are lined up 


waiting for funding. 

Although the township hall 
proposal was defeated 1199 
to 388, the problem of more 
office space for the township 
didn’t go away. No ad- 
ditional office space is avail- 
able at the Grayling City 
Hall where the township 
currently rents three rooms. 
Fowler said the township 
board will probably address 
the problem at the Novem- 
ber 9 township meeting. 


Frederic Fire Hall 
Construction Begins 


Construction has started 
on a new 100-foot by 40-foot 
Frederic Township Fire 
Hall. 

The $87,350 building — ex- 
pected to be finished by 
February 29 — will have five 
bays for fire trucks and 
vehicles. 

The new fire hall, located 
behind the township hall, 
will replace the current 50- 
foot by 40-foot fire hall also 
located next to the township 
hall. The old fire hall wasn’t 
big enough and two fire 
trucks had to be parked out- 
side. 


Frederic Township Super- 
visor Harold Mertes said the 
old building will be used for 
storage for both the fire 
dept. and the township. 

North Central Construc- 
tion from Gaylord is the 
general contractor for the 
new fire hall. When adver- 
tising for bids on the building 
Frederic Township limited 
bids to construction com- 
panies within a three-county 
area. The cement contractor 
working on the foundation 
aud walls is from Frederic 
Township. 

Funds for the new building 


came from a special 2-mill 
levy in the township for the 
fire dept. No new millage 
will be needed to pay for the 
building. 

The township plans to put 
finishing touches on the 
building in the spring. 


Besides covering all of 
Frederic Township, the 
Frederic Fire Dept.also 
covers Maple Forest, is on 
call for the rest of Crawford 
County for large fires, and 
has a mutual fire coverage 
agreement with part of 


nearby Otsego County.

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With just over one month gone in 
the state’s new fiscal year, a budget 
cut of-over $160 million may be 
needed to compensate for declining 
revenues, said Senate Fiscal Agency 
Director Ted Ferris. 

In a memo to Senate leaders, 
Ferris noted that the fiscal year just 
ended also had a budget gap that is 
$40 million more than projected by 
the administration which must be 
resolved before the books are closed. 

The gloomy estimates were issued 
following an unexpectedly large fall- 
off in tax collections in the final 
quarter of fiscal 1981-82 and the 
prospect the economy will show lit- 
tle improvement for the remainder 
of the calendar year. 

Ferris said the odds are slim that 
the budget problems will be of a 
lesser nature than he has forecast 
and many variables could push it to 
even larger levels. 

Ferris urged the cut be made in 
November or December, saying the 
next opportunity would not be until 
February after the new government 
is organized, which would give of- 
ficials as much flexibility in dealing 
with the problem. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust (D-Westland) accepted the 
more pessimistic forecasts, saying 
an executive order cut appears 
unavoidable. 

Management and Budget deputy 
director Doug Roberts called the 
revisions premature. “The evidence 
to date does not indicate it will go 
the other way,”’ he said. 

He said officials may not know 
prior to the end of the calendar year 
if a downward revision is needed 
unless the slide is substantial.

Ferris, forecasting a $62.3 million 
gap, suggested the additional step 
be taken to revise the Medicaid ac- 
counting as well, a move he said 
would not only balance the budget 
but keep the state in compliance 
with constititional requirements for 
proportion of state-local spending. 

His projection for a $161.2 million 
deficit for 1982-83 includes ad- 
ditional spending for welfare of $50 
million and for school aid of $21.2 
million (that due to sales tax 
revenue declines) and $91.8 million 
less in general fund taxes. 

Ferris’ economic projections noted 
the weakness of the September 
revenues (it was the worst month of 
the 1981-82 year) and said he expec- 
ts October collections to be better 
but to also fall below expectations. 

The indicators continue to tell bad 
news, he said, pointing to the 3,000 
caseload jump in September in 
welfare recipients, the September 
rise in the unemployment rate and 
the month’s decline in the number of 
persons employed. 

Ferris added he still expects the 
economy to pick up next calendar 
year, but. not enough to offset the 
decline at this point. 

Other analysts note that despite 
the drop in interest rates, consumer 
confidence has not yet risen to the 
point where it is reflected in major 
purchases, particularly in homes 
and cars. 

And they note state spending will 
continue at high levels even after the 
recovery begins, since a decline in 
welfare caseloads generally trails an

Chamber Dinner 
Well Attended 


A challenge to change with 
the times was offered at the 
recent Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce an- 
nual banquet by Dr. William 
P. Shulhof. 

Shulhof, who is technical 
director at the Central 
Foundry Division of General 
Motors, said that any com- 
munity must decide what it 
will be five, ten or twenty 
years from now.
